
Indicate Settlement 
Of Parking District 

CITY ATTORNEY GUY CORNYN BELIEVES 
NEW PRICE AGREEMENTS MAY BE OKAYED 


The parking district problem, 
which has plagued City Coun¬ 
cil and just about everyone 
since November 1953, finally 
appeared to be solved at coun¬ 
cil meeting Tuesday evening 
when City Attorney Guy Cor- 
nyn reported that tentative 
agreements concerning prices 
of acquisition have been made. 

It is expected that three lots 
will be purchased for shoppers’ 
off-street parking. They are lo¬ 
cated at the rear of the City 
Hall, the corner of Baldwin and 
Suffolk, and the corner of Bald¬ 
win and Montecito. 

The last snag was dissolved 
when legal and realty advisors 
to the Pacific Electric Co. rec¬ 
ommended to them that they 
sell their land at Baldwin and 
Montecito for $16,000. For the 
past several months the City 
has been prepared to pay $15,- 
000 for it, but Pacific Electric 
asked $25,000, later reducing 
their demand to $21,500. If the 
company accepts the sugges¬ 
tion of their advisors the lot 
will be purchased for $16,000. 

Difficulties are not expected 
in prior agreements to buy the 
lot on Montecito in the rear of 
City Hall for $12,500, and the 
Baldwin and Suffolk lots for 
$17,500. Total price of the three 
parcels is $46,000, plus addi¬ 
tional costs for surfacing and 
other improvements. 

All expenditures will be fi¬ 
nanced by 20-year bonds and 
assessed to the business estab¬ 
lishments in the district, who 

Electronics 
Manufacture 
Begins Here 

The growing electronics in¬ 
dustry will make its first ap¬ 
pearance in Sierra Madre so 
far as the manufacturing field 
is concerned when Stewart B. 
McCulloch makes room at his 
ceramics plant, 89 E. Montecito 
Ave., for a new partner, Ray 
Rogers of Temple City, to cre¬ 
ate a new enterprise to be 
known as the Ray Rogers Man¬ 
ufacturing Company. 

Rogers, experienced in radio 
for 29 years, has developed a 
single electronic unit designed 
to indicate the location of 
water ,oil, or uranium from the 
air. The device, which is pri¬ 
marily a custom built unit 
suiting the requirements of the 
individual, is manufactured for 
use in airplanes and helicop¬ 
ters. 

The unit, costing up to $10,- 
000, is about one foot square 
and can be operated by one 
man because of its combined 
earphones and visual indicator. 

It is expected to be in man¬ 
ufacture here by July 1 and 
requires an expert about three 
weeks to make. Its weight is 
approximately 22 pounds. 

The new partnership also is 
prepared to make geiger coun¬ 
ters and other electronical 
equipment when growth of the 
new business demands. At 
least 10 additional persons are 
expected to be employed in the 
partners’ enterprise by the end 
of the year.

Nobody today knows who the 
“first one in” may be, but ev¬ 
erybody knows that the “last 
one in is a monkey’s uncle!” 

Just one more day, then even 
the “first one in” can be iden¬ 
tified. That’s because Sierra 
Madre’s canyon swimming 
pool, 540 Woodland Drive, 
opens tomorrow at 1 p.m. 

Under the supervision of 
Harold S. Turner, assisted by 
his son, Wallace, as life guard, 
the pool is more or less "on 
trial” this summer to see if 
local patronage will support it 
as compared to past years 
when the pool, financially, has 
gone in the red. 

One of the problems faced by 
management of the pool is the 
limited parking space in that 
area. City officials have sug¬ 
gested, therefore, that parents 
form car pools to take not only 
themselves and friends but 
friends of their children as 
well. 

The afternoon hours are 1 to 
5:30 o’clock every day except 


Monday, when the pool is 
closed for cleaning. Evening 
hours are 6:30 to 9 o’clock Fri¬ 
days, Saturdays, and Sundays. 

Considering that the admis¬ 
sion prices are only 20 cents 
for swimmers up to 18 years 
of age, 50 cents for those who 
are older, many parents have 
considered the recreational ad¬ 
vantages of the pool an eco¬ 
nomical form of “baby-sitting” 
for older youngsters who no 
longer consider themselves ba¬ 
bies. 

The pool is used in the 
mornings by Red Cross swim¬ 
ming classes and life saving 
instructions. Turner, an experi¬ 
enced man who managed the 
pool in 1952, also plans special 
swim sessions for the after¬ 
noons. 

There will be no food or drink 
stand at the pool this year, ac¬ 
cording to City Administrator 
Lawrence Bevington, but the 
two nearby grocery stores in 
that area offer far more than 
the pool’s refreshment stand 
could do.

January Float Planned in July

Although the Tournament of 
Roses is six months away, the 
theme of the 1956 float parade, 
“Pages From the Ages,” al¬ 
ready has been announced and 
plans now are being made in 
Sierra Madre, as well as in 
many other communities, for 
possible participation in that 
New Year’s Day event so fa¬ 
mous throughout the nation as 
well as in a surprising number 
of other countries. 

For these reasons, many have 
found it interesting to scan the 
pages of Sierra Madre’s history 
so far as its traditional posi¬ 
tion in the “Rose Parade” is 
concerned. 

In 1917 this community, then 
just 11 years old as an incor¬ 
porated city, first participated 
in the parade with not one but 
two entries, an automobile dec¬ 
orated with wild mustard and 


smilax, and a float depicting a 
mountain camping scene fol¬ 
lowed by six burros with packs. 

Since that year, which marked 
the 28th annual Tournament of 
Roses, Sierra Madre has been 
one of the smallest cities to 
participate, yet with one of the 
most consistent records of en¬ 
tries and awards ... 24 en¬ 
tries, to be exact, and 15 
awards. 

The successes in the part are 
wholeheartedly attributed t o 
the personal efforts of the 
town's talented citizens. In re¬ 
cent years, as growing Sierra 
Madre has felt the pressures of 
a multiplicity of activities and 
fund-raisings, the float project 
has come to be a somewhat

services,” Skutt said, “the basic 
instructional program is not af¬ 
fected.” 

However, he pointed out, the 
figures do not allow for un¬ 
precedented growth in school 
population, which is entirely 
within the realm of possibility 
due to construction now in 
progress. 

A beginning enrollment of 
approximately 32 students per 
classroom is anticipated, with 
some increase during the year. 

Largest item on the budget is 
for actual classroom instruc¬ 
tion, with teachers’ salaries 
and supplies totaling $145,305, 
or 57 per cent of the budget. 
Tuition to Pasadena for seventh 
and eighth grades accounts for 
18 per cent, or $47,500 with sal¬ 
aries of administration, nurse, 
custodians, gardener, and sup¬ 
plies totaling another 16 per 
cent, or $42,100. Clerical help 
and utilities are included in 
this item. 

These items constitute 91 per 
cent of the budget, with the 
remaining 9 per cent to cover 
equipment, reserves, insurance, 
retirement, recreation, dust and 
weed control, and community 
services. 

School board members point¬ 
ed out at the meeting, that ap¬ 
proximately $20,000 has been 
cut from the budget by the cur¬ 
tailment of services. The re¬ 
maining $35,000 asked for in 
the recent tax election would 
have provided increased serv¬ 
ices of remedial reading teach¬ 
er, clerical help, extensive re¬ 
pairs to building, and substan¬ 
tial reserves, in addition to a 
more than minimum amount of 
supplies and equipment. 

The budget reflects a pos¬ 
sible increase of 3 per cent in 
income, although actual fig¬ 
ures will not be available from 
the County Assessor until July 
15. The increase in state ap¬ 
portionment due to increased 
enrollment, is also taken into 
consideration. 

Further board action includ¬ 
ed approval of employment of 
three teachers to replace the 
four leaving the district. Con¬ 
tracts will be offered to Mrs. 
Jaeklyn Higley, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Biklen, and Mrs. Lenore Batch¬ 
elor. 

Board President Dr. Milton M. 
Valois expressed concern that 
the figures do not allow for 
the repair of the worst section 
of the roof, and that reserves 
do not allow for even a normal 
amount of contingencies.

Big Tolls in Holiday Deaths 
And Casualties Predicted 

Nearly one-half of the fatali¬ 
ties and injuries feared likely 
to occur on the nation’s streets 
and highways over the long 

Fourth of July weekend will 
result from excessive speed, the 
Association of Casualty and 
Surety Companies has an¬ 
nounced. 

Despite the fact that the holi¬ 
day weekend, which begins of¬ 
ficially at 6 p.m. Friday and 
ends at midnight, Monday, will 
give motorists better than three 
days for travel and relaxation, 

154 motorists and passengers 
will face death and 9,100 may 
suffer injuries as a result of 
driving too fast. An additional 
72 are likely to be killed and 
1,860 injured while driving on 
the wrong side of the road. 

Other fears are for 50 deaths 
and 2,000 injuries from reckless 
driving, 42 deaths and 5,000 in¬ 
juries from failure to yield the 
right-of-way, 26 deaths and 
1,100 injuries from fatigue or 
falling asleep at the wheel. 

Accidents from all other causes 
will account for 41 more deaths 
and the balance of injuries. 

If these estimates hold true, 

385 people will be killed and 
21,000 injured in Fourth of 
July holiday accidents. In 
addition, 3,000 pedestrians will 
suffer personal injuries. Drink¬ 
ing will be a factor in one out 
of every four fatal traffic acci¬ 
dents. 

“If motorists would not try 
to pack too much activity into 
the 78-hour holiday, much of 
this needless tragedy could be

When 
the crisis is past and "nor¬ 
malcy” returns, we Americans 
are less able to order our af¬ 
fairs in such a way as to capi¬ 
talize on our most precious re¬ 
source—the constructive energy 
of our people. 

From a high plane of gal¬ 
vanized action and a superb 
display of self-reliance, we sink 
to a level of complacency and 
dependence which belies the 
capacity displayed under fire. 
Complacency is fatal to the lib¬ 
erty we have won and kept 
through many struggles. As 
has so aptly been said. “For 
evil men to succeed it is only 
necessary that good men do 
nothing.”
